Their Compensation Depending 


on Their Ability. 


The question is asked what we would, 


consider fair wages for a farmer, with 
the suggestion that it is a very difficult 
question to decide. We can not sea 
why it should bo, provided the subject 
be properly considered. We know ol 
men who, after providing a living for 
themselves BI.J. 
their families, and 


spending several hundred to a thousand 
dollars In permanent improvements, 
which add just so mxich to the value ol 
the farm, talk of not having earned a 
dollar a day, simply because they havu 
not been able to put away three hun- 
dred dollars in tlio course of tho year 
Probably such a man, had he kept 
proper accounts, charging up all that 
tio ipcnt in tho way ol permanent iru- 
provoments as distinct from current 
repairs, and all that his family con- 
sumed off tho farm, at recular selling 
prices, besides what ho paid the grocer 
and butcher and other tradesmen, 
would havo discovered that ha had 
made five or six per cent, interest on 
the value ot his property, and paid 
himself 
a 
salary 
of 
iiftcon 
or 


canteen 
hundred dollars 
besides. 


This would 
bo pretty 
fair earn- 


ings for an average good farmer. A 
good farmer should bo able to earn nt 
least as much as a skilled workman or 
a lirst-olass clerk, or an average well- 
to-do storekeeper, and the wages ol 
such people vary somewhat, according 
to the si/e of the place and the section 
of country they arc in, but will run all 
the way from thirty dollars to forty 
dollars, or even forty-five dollars, and 
eometimes nfty dollars a week. In ad- 
dition to his salary or wages, the farm- 
er should be able to earn a fair interest 
— say five or six per cent, on the value 
of his farm. 
And when wo speak ol 


bis earnings, we do not mean what ha 
and all his family can earn, for tha 
farm ought to bo charged with work 
done by members of the family, just &i 
his 
individual 
account should bq 


charged with all that should be taken 
from the farm for family use. 
We 


know that many farmer* do not earq 
fair wages, calculated on such a basis, 
but most of them earn more than they 
imagine, and tnoae who do cot earn 
fair wages are poor farmers, and, like 
poor workmen, can not expect to earn 
fair wages. — National iue Stoek Jour- 
nal.

Yet un- 
der the advice of the city attorney the oase 
was compromised, and three hundred dollars 
paid Schlosser's attorney. In the case of Ely 
the several attorneys appeared for tbe oily, 
and secured a verdict for the city. There 
never was a good cause of action. The com- 
mittee of the council to whom the caie was re- 
ferred, refused to compromise it for twenty- 
five dollars, although the suit was for two 
thousand dollars. The Krlgbaum case was 
compromised for three hundred dollars and 
dismissed at the cost of tho city.
